FOR the purpose of requiring the Maryland Higher Education Commission to appoint 3 

a certain group to assess and report annually on meeting certain goals so that 4 

certain institutions are comparable and competitive; requiring the Commission 5 

to assess annually the State’s and an institution’s progress toward certain goals 6 

and to display the progress in an online format; requiring the Commission to 7 

update periodically certain information for certain purposes; requiring the State 8 

to provide certain General Fund support for the University System of Maryland 9 

and Morgan State University; requiring the State to set certain funding at 10 

certain levels as compared to a group of peer institutions in certain states; 11 

limiting the amount of the annual increase in tuition and fees that may be 12 

charged each academic year for certain students under certain circumstances; 13 

requiring the Governor to include in the annual budget submission for certain 14 

fiscal years a certain amount of State General Fund support for the University 15 

System of Maryland and Morgan State University; requiring additional State 16 

funds be used for certain priorities; requiring the Governor to include in the 17 

annual budget submission supplemental funding to certain institutions to be 18 

used for certain purposes; requiring performance accountability plans to include 19 

graduation rates as the primary indicator of performance for certain 20 

institutions; requiring the Board of Regents of the University System of 21 

Maryland to submit a biannual report beginning on a certain date regarding 22 

certain policies and procedures; establishing a Tuition Stabilization Trust 23 

Account within the Higher Education Investment Fund; providing for the 24 

purpose of the Account; providing for the source of funds for the Account; 25 

providing for a certain amount of funds to be held in the Account; providing for 26 

the appropriation of certain funds from the Account to certain institutions for 27 

certain purposes; authorizing a governing board to develop a pilot tuition plan 28 
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for certain purposes, subject to certain restrictions; requiring the Commission to 1 

develop and implement a graduated scale for certain grants based on certain 2 

criteria; modifying a certain award amount for a certain scholarship program; 3 

reauthorizing the Higher Education Investment Fund; requiring the 4 

Commission to modify certain grants based on certain criteria; declaring the 5 

intent of the General Assembly; requiring certain reports be submitted to the 6 

General Assembly on or before certain dates; defining certain terms; and 7 

generally relating to State support for and tuition at higher education 8 

institutions in Maryland.
